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The Fruit of Thirty Days’ Thought.
Tur letter of Mr. Seymour, which we
published in & late edition on Wednes-
day, and on which we made some
comments a few days since, being a care-
fully prepared document, is one to whioh
popular attention oannot be too closely
directed. To impresa on the minds of the
people its real object, we venture, even at
the risk of repetition, to point ount its two-fold
purpose.

After devoling thirty days to meditation, if
not to prayer, Mr. Horatio Seymour makes
public & oarefully prepared campaigu docu-
ment, showing the reasons why he should be
eleoted President of the United States.

his colleagne, (eneral DBlair, in his
letter making a bid for the nomination. The

other is to attack General Grant covertly, as
he dare not do it openly. The first objsot is
too palpable to be for & moment convealsd,
He has donbtless noticed the universal indig-

nation and general alarm caused by ths recent |

letter of the wounld-be Vice-President. He
gees that it was a mistske to lay aside the
mask so goon; that what wonld aronse great
enthusinsm among the Rebels of Missouri would
oause nothing but alarm among the people of
the North, especially upon the conservative
portion. He therefore snubs Blair by the fol-
owing reassuring sentence: —

Says Blair, the only issue is the overthrow of
the reconstrnoted Buates, if needs ba at the
point of the bayonet.

Says Beymour, ‘‘the election of a
Democratic Executlive would mot give to that
party organization power to make sudden or
violent changes.” How can these two be
reconciled ! The one breathes forth fire and
glaughter, the other peace and conservatism.

Democratic Statistics About the Poli-
1es of the Soldiers,

Ix a report of » Demooratic meeting at Port-
land, it is stated that the Secretary of the
recent Democratio National Convention, Mr.
K. O. Perrin, paid:—

“According to the records of the War Dapart-
ment we hnd in round numbers 3 (00 000 men o
the army. Mr Lincoln recelved 1,800,000 votes,
and these represent Lhio strength of the Repub-
liean party. Where dld ths rest come from?
Put down Lhe figures I have givan you, sublraiol
oue from the ether and you will see how many
Democrals went 1o war."”

This is a free specimen of Democratic statis-
tios, The speaker assumes that there were
3,000,000 different men in the army at ons
time, that this imposing martial array incladed
all the pereons who voted for Mr. Lincoln, but
that there necesearily remained 1,200,000 sol-
diers of the Demooratic faith! Any person of
common sense who reflects for one moment will
peraeive that the entire argument is fallacions,
and that a false application is given to every
assertion made by the speaker. It is well
known that many of the soldiers were
young men who had neither voted at mnor
before the Presidential election of 1860, A
very large proportion of the entire army was
made up of this class, and this fact alone is
suficient to prove that it i8 impossible to
ascertain the polities of the soldiers by the
vote polled in the memorable Lincoln, Doug-
lag, Breckinridge, and Bell campaign. In the
next place, of the 3,000,000 soldiers enrolled,
the names of many persons were re-
ported im  differvot We do
not here refer to bounty jumpers who
may have figured under a hundred different
names, but to bona fide enlistments, The
call waa for 75,000 soldiers for three months,
When this term expired many of the same
men re-enlisted. Aud there were an immense
number ‘of re-enlistments, not only among
one year men, but among the veterans, who
continned in the service after a three years’
stroggle, and among the volunteers who,
acting in the first instance temporarily to rapel
invasion, subsequently enlisted for the war.

During the elections which were held in
1562, *63, and '04, while the war was pro-
gressing, the votes polled in the Northern
Btates, exclugive of the soldiers’ vote, was but
little if any less than the vote of 1880, and if
Mr. Perrin had remembered this cironmstance
he wonld have seen the folly of his Portland
argnment.

It is undeniable that a large number o
patriotic Demoorats went to the war, serviog
their country with praiseworthy zeal and
courage. A large proportion of these patriots,
however, when they became fully imbuoed with
the comscience of the fight, resolved to act,
and have acted ever since, with the Republi-
can party. Generals Grant, Logan, Geary,
Bickles, and kosts of others, are types el this
patriotic class.

The fact remains that the Republicans unani-
mously sustained the vigorons prosecntion of
the war, while a large proportion of the North-
ern Democracy oppoged it, soms of them re.
sorting to devices soarcely one degree less
